This  is  the  first  year  in  which  sampling  of  pijjes  has 
been  made  a  routine  measure.  Samples  are  taken  every 
month  and  a  copy  of  the  results  is  transmitted  to  the  Water 
Engineer  of  the  North  Derbyshire  Joint  Water  Committee. 

In  addition  to  the  sampling  in  this  district  the  Water 
Engineer  takes  weekly  samples  at  the  source' of  supply. 

Owing  to  this  measure  quite  an  improvement  has  been 
made  in  respect  to  certain  supplies,  and  the  Council  have 
the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  there  is  little  chance  of  any 
permanent  cause  of  contamination  likely  to  go  undetected.

DISEASE. 


Diphtheria. 

57  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  during  the  past 
year  as  against  41  for  tlie  ])revious  year.  Of  the  57  cases 
notified  four  died  giving  a  case  mortality  of  7.01%  as  against 
0.97%  last  year. 

Again  the  notifications  of  diphtheria  exceed  those  of 
Scarlet  Fever. 

Diphtheria  has  not  only  been  prevalent  in  Staveley,  but 
in  all  the  districts  served  by  the  North  Derbyshire  Joint 
Hospital  Board.  This  has  meant  that  accommodation  has 
been  severely  taxed  at  the  hospitals,  and  unfortunately,  a 
number  of  Staveley  patients  have  had  to  be  sent  as  far 
afield  as  Langwith  Hospital.  This  is  to  be  regretted,  but  is 
unavoidable  during  epidemic  times. 

Immunisation. 

59  children  presented  themselves  for  immunisation 
during  the  year. 

Owing  to  the  pressure  of  A.R.P.  work,  I  have  not  been 
able  to  immunise  all  the  children  that  have  wished  to  be 
done.  Also  accommodation  at  the  Council  Office  is  now  so 
taxed  that  it  is  most  inconvenient  carrying  out  such  work 
there. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

32  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  as  against  26  for 
the  previous  year.  There  were  no  deatlis  from  this  disease. 

The  cases  were  mostly  of  the  moderately  severe  type. 
In  my  opinion  more  severe  than  in  the  previous  five  years. 

Enteric  Fever. 

No  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  were  notified  during  the  year.

Schools. 

The  schools  in  the  district  have  again  been  visited  and 
inspected  during  the  year. 

Swimming  Baths. 

The  question  of  swimming  baths  was  before  the  Council 
when  considering  the  five  years  programme  of  works  for  the 
area,  and  it  was  decided  in  principal  that  swimming  baths 
should  be  in  the  first  year  of  the  programme.  At  the  present 
time  the  Committee  have  under  review  several  sites  for  the 
purpose  of  swimming  baths,  but  at  the  present  time  of 
writing  no  definite  settlement  has  been  reached.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Staveley  Urban 
District  Council. 


Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

1  liave  pleasure  in  submitting  the  report  on  the 
activities  of  the  Department  for  year  1938.  The  Report 
covers  the  various  activities  of  the  Public  Health  and 
Cleansing  Department. 

Reports  may  be  a  form  of  waste  paper  production,  but 
that  is  because  of  misuse.  Even  the  poorest  with  their 
stark  facts  and  figures  serve  some  useful  purpose.  Municipal 
Statistics  have  about  as  poor  a  market  as  stale  bread ;  but 
the  production  of  the  “Staff  of  Life’’  must  go  on,  and  so 
must  the  turning  out  of  reports,  whatever  the  drudgery 
involved  for  the  reader  and  the  writer. 

There  must  be  a  reader’s  interest,  not  for  the  highbrow, 
but  tor  tlie  ordinary  public.  It  may  be  that  the  latter  is 
not  consumed  by  a  desire  to  know,  but  there  are  many  things 
it  needs  to  learn,  particularly  in  regard  to  its  own  affairs. 
The  citizens  should  have  an  opportunity  of  learning  what  is 
done  on  their  behalf. 

Public  works  and  services  exist  not  to  provide  officials 
with  “cushy’’  jobs,  but  to  perform  some  necessary  work  for 
the  communal  good. 

Slum  Clearance. 

During  the  year  a  considerable  number  of  houses  have 
been  demolished  and  sites  cleared.  A  number  of  unfit 
houses  have  also  been  dealt  with  satisfactorily. 
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Conversion  of  Pails  and  Privy  Middens. 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  progress  in 
this  spliere  has  been  gratifying. 

Tlie  question  of  pails  belonging  to  tlie  L.M.S.  Railway 
Company  at  Barrow  Hill,  has  for  many  years  been  a  nuisance 
not  only  to  the  tenant,  but  to  scavengers  whose  job  it  has 
been  to  keep  clean.  The  work  has  now  been  completed  by  the 
relaying  of  new  sewers,  some  0(K)  yards,  and  the  re-draining 
of  71  houses,  together  with  the  conversion  of  51  pail  closets 
and  20  privy  middens.  In  addition  to  these  35  privies  have 
been  converted  to  the  water  carriage  system.  See  table  of 
Sanitary  Conveniences. 

Housing. 

The  work  of  inspection  of  houses  for  repairs  under  the 
Housing  Act  and  Public  Health  Acts,  has  gone  steadily  on. 
The  inspections  have  been  of  serious  character  and  a  large 
number  of  houses  have  been  thoroughly  reconditioned  at  a 
considerable  cost.  Tenders  for  this  work  have  amounted  to 
approximately  £3,380,  which  has  necessitated  considerable 
time  in  revisits  of  inspection  and  meeting  with  owners  and 
builders.  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  most  of  this  work  has 
been  carried  out  under  informal  notices  with  a  good  feeling 
between  ourselves  and  those  concerned. 

Crisis. 

The  September  crisis  somewhat  retarded  the  work,  as 
the  staff  were  generally  assisting  with  the  work  of  A.R.P. 
organisation. 

In  submitting  this  report,  I  must  end  with  a  note  of 
thanks  for  the  ready  assistance  given  in  all  quarters,  by  the 
Public,  the  staff,  and  fellow  officials.  Only  in  the  team 
spirit  can  the  work  be  smoothly  performed. 

One  appeal  1  would  make  is  that  if  there  is  anything 
about  which  it  is  thought  complaint  should  be  made,  please 
pass  it  on.

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Slum  Clearance. 

During  the  year  six  Clearance  Areas  have  been  deter¬ 
mined  by  the  Ministry. 

The  Council  commenced  building  operations  on  the 
Norbriggs  site  for  the  erection  of  72  houses  and  16  bungalows 
for  the  purpose  of  housing  tenants  from  Clearance  Areas. 

Three  Clearance  Areas  were  demolished  during  the  year 
and  the  sites  cleared,  a  total  of  36  houses. 

The  number  of  displaced  tenants  from  Clearance  Areas 
removed  into  Council  houses  numbered  36  tenants  and  127 
persons.

Dairies  and  Cowsheds. 

During  the  year  there  were  no  complaints  with  regard 
to  the  wholesomeness  of  milk  produced  within  or  brought 
into  the  district  or  to  the  general  arrangements  for  the 
supply  and  distribution. 

44  persons  are  registered  as  milk  sellers,  40  are  cow- 
keepers,  dairymen  and  wholesale  purveyors  and  retail 
purveyors.  Three  persons  are  registered  as  purveyors  of 
bottled  milk. 

Ten  of  the  registered  milk  sellers  have  their  premises 
outside  the  district.  No  change  has  been  made  during  the 
year  in  registration  or  change  of  farms. 

97  inspections  were  made  and  defects  were  found  and 
dealt  with.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  three  farms  are  fitted 
with  plants  such  as  are  required  to  produce  accredited  milk. 

All  cowsheds  and  dairies  were  cleansed  and  limewashed 
Iwice  during  the  year. 

Twelve  samples  of  milk  were  obtained  and  tested  for 
sediment.  The  attention  of  milk  sellers  concerned  was 
drawn  to  the  amount  of  sediment  found  in  three  of  the 
samples. 

A  large  amount  of  pastuerised  milk  is  supplied  to  schools 
in  the  area  produced  by  The  Brightside  d-  Carbrook 
Co-operative  Society,  Limited  and  distributed  by  The 
Staveley  Town  Co-operative  Society. 

Meat  Inspection. 

There  are  three  registered  slaughterhouses  in  the 
district.

The  premises  were  kept  satis- 
actorily  and  no  complaints  had  to  be  made. 

Offensive  Trades. 

There  is  only  one  offensive  trade  in  the  district,  that 
of  blood  boiling  and  gut  scraping.  These  have  been  kept 
satisfactorily  during  the  year. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

Enquiries  are  made  into  all  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases, 
and  any  defects  or  nuisances  are  dealt  with.  Disinfection  of 
premises  is  carried  out  where  desired  and  disinfectant  is 
given  out  free. 

During  the  year  89  premises  have  been  visited  and  57 
rooms  disinfected.

Durin|<:  the  year  14  (liouses  in  Clearance  Areas  were 
successfully  fumigated  with  Zaldecide  and  Cymex  Blocks 
by  the  local  authority.

3.  Refuse  Disposal. 

The  method  of  Refuse  Disposal  in  the  Urban  District 
is  that  of  land  reclamation.  During  the  year  the  Council 
had  under  consideration  the  provision  of  a  Salvage  and 
Separation  Plant. 

During  the  discussions  of  a  five  year  works  programme, 
it  was  decided  in  principle  to  proceed  with  the  erection  of 
a  plant  in  the  last  year  of  the  programme.  Plan  and  speci¬ 
fications  were  got  out  in  detail  showing  proposed  works. 

After  consideration  it  was  decided  to  visit  a  new  plant 
installed  by  the  County  Borough  of  Derby,  and  the  members 
who  visited  this  were  satisfied  that  the  plant  was  highly 
satisfactory. 

The  Council  have  since  decided  to  purchase  about  10 
acres  of  land  adjoining  the  present  tip  to  be  used  for 
controlled  tipping  until  the  end  of  the  five  years  programme 
of  works  are  completed,  and  will  then  give  further  considera¬ 
tion  to  the  question  of  providing  a  plant  for  refuse  disposal. 

The  following  table  gives  the  particulars  of  the  collection 
by  the  vehicles. 
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(ii)  Trade  Refuse. 

A  weekly  collection  of  trade  refuse  is  made,  one  bin 
being  allowed  for  each  shop,  additional  refuse  is  charged 
at  a  Hat  rate  of  7/0  per  annum. 

(h)  Nightsoil  Collections. 

This  service  was  carried  out  by  horse  and  cart  until  the 
end  of  January,  when  it  was  decided  to  dispose  of  the  horse. 
.\  new  10  cubic  yards  Karrier  refuse  vehicle  was  purchased 
and  put  on  the  road  at  1st  February,  1989.  The  collection 
is  now  placed  in  sections  and  carried  out  by  motor  vehicles.
